“After sunset,” he said, “German 
tanks in droves attacked Warsaw 
from the suburbs, but were driven 
back.

‘Jery barrage that lasted from dawn 
‘to dusk. The combined assault had 
been going on 19 hours when the 
Polish officer came on the air.

The Nazis also think they will 
be able to maintain superiority in 
the air and that their fleets of 
bombers and fighters will be able 
to disrupt British and French ship- 
ping by attacks on ports, naval 
bases and shipping itsejf. 

Certainly the Nazis are much 
more likely to try this than to sit 
by idly while the allies try to 
starve out the Reich. 

Not only do the Germans think 
they are within sight of ending the 
war in the East, furthermore, thus 
freeing the Reich of the specter of 
a war on two fronts, and not only 
do they consider that Germany is 
vastly more powerful now than in 
the last World War, but they, also 
point to the undoubted fact that 
the forces opposed, to them are 
weaker than was the case last time. 

Not only the United States and 
all of Latin America, but also Rus- 
sia, Japan and Italy are all neutral, 
so far at least, and the latter three 
Powers are presumably “benevolent- 
ty neutral.” The combined strength 
of the neutrals in the present war 
is so great that they will presum- 
ably be better able to insist on their 
claims to be able to trade with 
Germany, thus providing the Reich 
with better access to the outside 
world than was possible last time. 

Reich’s Financial Weakness. 

The principal German weakness 
for a long drawn out war is the 
Reich’s financial position. Even on 
this score, huwever, there is no 
reason to expect difficulties .s0 
great as to prevent the prosecution 
of the war for as far ahead as 
there is any use trying to see. 

If the new world war does settle 
down to a stalemate on the West-/

WARSAW FOOD SUPPLY 
GETS LOW BECAUSE 
OF ARMY’S DEMANDS

BUDAPEST, Sept. 11 (AP). 


HE breakdown of com- 

munication lines and requisi- 

tions by the army have 
made a food shortage in War- 
saw a certainty. 

When I left the Polish cap- 
ital, the meat shops displayed 
only a few sausages. Milk, but- 
ter and vegetables were low, 
because the peasants have 
stopped going to the city. 

There were only temporary 
supplies of canned goods, for 
the army requisitioned all sur- 
pluses, and the transportation 
breakdown had made their re- 
|| plenishment impossible. 
Throughout the Polish. coun- 
|| tryside, I saw long lines of 
peasant carts loaded with, grain 
and other foodstuffs, but they 
were unable to run the gaunt- 
let of German attackers’ to 
reach Warsaw. 


‘to relieve pressure on Poland, and a 
‘determined stand by the Poles now. 
On Sept. 1, the German position 
to attack was excellent: Poland was 
already half surrounded by German 
territory and the Germans were 


able to strike from north, west’ 


and south. From East Prussia they 
attacked southward toward Mlawa, 
‘turned southward to Brandenz on 
ithe Vistula, and they took over 
Danzig. From Germany they at- 
tacked eastward at Chojnici at the 
base of the Corridor. On the Poz- 
nan frontier they stayed still by at- 
tacking hard farther south at 
Czestochowa, the Poznania pocket 
formed automatically and the Poles 
‘were obliged to pull out of there 
quickly, 

| In the opinion of some of the 
‘military observers, the Poles should 
‘have begun their withdrawal from 
Poznan much sooner than they did. 
'As it was the Poles apparently lost 
between'‘two and three divisions. In 
Silesia the Germans attacked north 
of Katowice and a column operat- 
ing from Slovakia descended on the

To date the Poles are attempt- 
ing to mobilize their front on the 
Vistula—as anticipated earlier in 
these dispatches. So far as can be 
ascertained at present, the front iz 
now almost’a straight line from Slo-/ 
vakia along the Vistula past War- 
saw to Modlin, where it bends east- 
ward along the Bug ert 3 for a 
short distance, then northéastward 
along the’ Narew River. From 
Lamza near the east Prussian bor- 
der the front is likely to be fixed 


iby a series of swamps extending 


to the Lithuanian border. 
New Front Is Favorable. 


Strategically, this new front 
should prove more favorable to 
the Poles. They cannot afford to 
retreat much more without risking 
demoralization, and the Vistula line 
is perhaps the best possible for 
them. 

The most important aspect of the 
first 10 days of war is, that despite 
the great German advance into 
Poland, an eastern front has been 
maintained. The Germans have 


| been tremendously favored by per- 


fect weather, which has kept the 
roads dry and hard enough for 
heavy mechanized forces to move 
quickly. If it begins to rain a 
Polish counter attack is conceiv- 
able. 

It is known that Polish strategy 
has been based along the following 
lines: 

1. To try to stand the shock of 
enemy attack. 

2. To begin an extensive with- 
drawal if these attacks are over-

SNIATYN, Poland, Sept 11 (AP). 


—(By Courier to the Polish-Ru- 
manian Frontier).—Because they 
must follow the Government to 
which they have been assigned, 
foreign diplomats with their fami- 
lies and staffs have experienced 
many hardships in a 400-mile trip 
from Warsaw to this village not 
far from the Russian frontier. 

The experiences they have goné 


through make up one of the most 
amazing chapters of the fierce, un- 
declared war in Poland. 

I followed the march of the diplo- 
mats. I saw them, utterly, ex- 
hausted, sleeping in ditches beside 
their parked automobiles. I have 
seen them pedaling bicycles or do- 
ing more walking in a day than 
they would ordinarily in a year. 
On a lonely road last Friday 
night a car carrying the French 
flag catapulted into a ditch as the 
driver fainted from fatigue. 

When the car was righted the 
wife of a French Embassy official 
lay unconscious with a deep gash 
in her head. The wife of another 
diplomat got out an ordinary 
needle and thread and stitched up 
the cut. 

Hay Mattresses. 


The American “Embassy” here is 
a small wooden building.. Ambassa- 
dor Anthony J. D. Biddle Jr. and 
his wife sleep on. mattresses made 
of canvas sacks filled with newly- 
cut hay. 

There is no running water. A 
street full of peasant carts is the 
front yard. Food is obtained in a 
restaurant where you must partly 
serve yourself. 

In this new United States “Em- 
bassy” now reside Ambassador and 
Mrs. Biddle; 18-year-old Peggy 
Thompson-Schulze, daughter of 
Mrs, Biddle, and Mary Willes Mac- 
Kenzie of Hopkinsville, Ky., pri- 
vate secretary to Mrs. Biddle. Here 
also work North Winship, coun- 
selor; L. M. Harrison, second secre- 
tary, and C. Burke Elbrick, third 
secretary. 

The first move of the Ambassa- 
dor and his staff was to a quiet 
spot in South-Central Poland called 
Nalenczow. Twenty-four hours 
after arrival, while some of the 
diplomatic parties were still arriv- 
ing, a new request to move on was 
given.

“all disputes of every kind between Germany and 
Poland with regard to which the parties are in con- 
flict as to their respective rights, and which it may 
not be possible to settle amicably by the normal 
methods of diplomacy, shall be submitted for de- 
cision either to an arbitral tribunal or to the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice.” The pledge is 
forgotten despite Hitler’s assertion that, after settle- 
ment of the Saar issue, “the German Government is 
ready to accept not only the letter but the spirit 
of Locarno.” 

Similarly, in the Kellogg-Briand Treaty of 1928, 
Germany and most of the other nations solemnly 
declared that “they condemn recourse to war for the 
solution of international controversies, and renounce 
it as an instrument of national policy in their rela- 
tions with one another.” They agreed further that 
solution of all disputes “shall never be sought except 
by pacific means.” Acceptance of this provision was 
covered by Hitler’s statement of March, 1934: “Ger- 
many will scrupulously respect every treaty volun- 
tarily concluded.” 

Is it any wonder that the American people, view- 
ing from a distance this spectacle of dishonored 
promises and double-crossing, are deeply disillusioned 
and cynical in their attitude. toward European 
statesmanship?

ET us examine, one by one, the reasons 
put forward by those who can see no 
escape from American participation in 
the suicidal quarrels of Europe: 

1. We cannot afford to see Great Britain 
and France “go under,” leaving us face to 
face with the victorious Avis Powers. 

But Great Britain and France are not 
going to “go under.” Great nations are 
not wiped out, or reduced to impotence, in 
the twinkling of an eye. Consider how se- 
verely France was defeated in 1870-71, or. 
Germany in the last war; and look at those 
Powers today. 

Moreover, the French still possess the 
best and most formidable army in Europe; 
the British by far the most powerful navy; 
the two Powers are so superior in resources 
and wealth to the Axis countries as to beg- 
gar comparison. 

It is true that the Axis is superior in 
the air, but it is a superiority which is 
dwindling day by day; and air power alone 
is unlikely to be decisive in a major con- 
flict. But it is also true that, if it should 
be decisive, it will be by an “all-out” attack 
upon civil populations, a bolt from the blue, 
or rather a succession of bolts, to bomb the 
will to resist out of the British people. It 
is not likely that such an attempt will suc- 
ceed; it is not likély, indeed, to be made, 


because of the element of risk involved. If’ 


it fails, God help'its authors. 

But if it is tried, and wins, it will win 
long before any aid of ours could arrive to 
prevent it. Which is another way of saying 
that, if the Axis Powers win at all, they 
must win quickly, which we cannot arrive in 


time to prevent. 


2. Our people are not neutral in their sym- 
pathies, and those sympathies will involve 
us On the side of Great Britain and France. 

Granted that they are not neutral in their 
sympathies; one hesitates to believe that 
they are not realistic in their thinking. 
They have observed the catastrophe of 
Munich, They appreciate even better the 
fact that the “peace” of Versailles was not 
an American peace, and that at the end of 
another war there is little likelihood of any 
better or more permanent result, 

3. We must stop the spread of dictatorship 
in order to make the world safe for democ- 
racy. 

This is an.appealing idea, and is the 
father of all sorts of schemes and crusades 
to involve us in “measures short of war” 
against Germany, Italy and Japan, embar- 
goes, boycotts and the like. But dictator- 
ship is not imposed from without; it arises 
from internal causes. 

It is of course true that the dictatorships 
have set out upon careers of conquest. 
But one might suppose, from the attitude 
taken toward these occurrences by some 
American commentators, that the like had 
never before ocourred in foreign parts 
during the history of this Republic. If we 
are to interfere in arms every time “the 
good old rule, the simple plan, that those 
shall take who have the power and those 
‘may keep who can” is applied by a great 
Power against a small one anywhere on 
this planet, we shall have plenty to do, and 
shall not last very long doing it. —

6. Peace is indivisible, and we cannot re- 
main isolated from the world; we must eac- 
cept our responsibilities. 

As for peace being indivisible, this ia Old 
World philosophy. One wonders whether 
the condition of affaire would be improved 
by extending as far as possible the scope of 
such wars as May occur. No one expects us 
to remain isolated from the rid, or to 
build a Chinese wall around our country or 
our continent. What we can do is to as- 
sure ourselves of the possession of the nec- 
essary military instruments to control the 
oceans which are the medium of our for- 
eign contacts; and, with such control, to 
prevent the transference to the New World 
of the perennial conflicts of the Old.

Capsule History of Poland 


From Newsweek. 


OLAND’S 1000 years show an unbroken 

record of conquest and expansion, defeat 
and partition by powerful neighbors. 

1208-1447—-First alliance, then war, with 
the Teutonic Knights, who were allowed to 
settle near the mouth of the Vistula River 
as a reward for aiding in the conquest of 
present East Prussia and Lithuania. The 
Knights were routed in the first battle of 
Tannenberg in 1410. The defeat generate 
the Danzig problem. 

1506-1572—Poland at its peak. 
tiers extended from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea, and from within 90 miles of Berlin to 
150 miles west of Moscow—an area nearly 
as big as present-day France and Germany 
combined. Its Government was the most 
democratic and liberal in Europe. 

1772-1795—Period of the famous “first 
three partitions.” Weakened by decay, Po 
land went into decline.

Then she tired of 
him. Despite treaties and promises, she 
started the partition of the country. I 
three successive stages—taking larger sll 
each time—Russia, Prussia and Austria & 
vided the Kingdom.

Danzig, East Prussia, the Corridor 
and Posen were drastically “Germ 
by Bismarck. 

1918—Persuaded by Paderewski, President 
Wilson called for the freedom of Poland @ 
his Fourteen Points, specifying “free and 
secure access to the sea.” The Allied S® 
preme Council made this one of its wa 
aims, Secretary of State Lansing, in § 
note of Nov. 5, 1918, suggested restoration 
of the pre-war German-Polish border, but 
with “substantial ethnological correction* 
in Posen. The note insisted on provision

1919-1920—Led by Marshal Pilsudski, t 
new army of free Poland routed the 
shevik forces outside Warsaw and pus 
the frontier far to the East.

6000 MOTHERS’ LIVES A YEAR 


Dr. P. R. Williams States Maternal 
Death Rate Is Still Dis- 
gracefully 


High, 

CLEVELAND, Sept. i11—The 
lives of 6000 mothers could be saved 
every year by prompt and proper 
medical care, Dr. Phillip R. Wil- 
liams of Philadelphia said yester- 
day preceding the first American 
Congress of Obstetrics and Gynecol 
ogy here. 

The maternal death rate in the 
United States is lower than ever 
before in history but it is still “dis. 
gracefully high” in view of the 
present knowledge of medical men, 
Dr. Williams said. 

The death rate of mothers de 
clined from 57 out of every 10,000 
in 1936 to 49 out of every 10,000 in 
1937. Dr. Williams pointed out how- 
ever, that this might be cut in half 
if physicians made use of all availa- 
ble knowledge and if prospective

| the operation of some of the pro- 
visions of the new Federal Pure 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act has 
been granted until January, 1940. 

On next New Year’s day then, 
the people of the United States will 
have re-enforced protection on 
products that they purchase large- 
ly on faith. 

The new law is a substantial re- 
vision of the act of 1906. Its most 
striking feature is the inclusion of 
cosmetics. Hitherto cosmetics were 
manufactured and marketed with- 
out governmental supervision. That 
some of them could do harm was 
evidenced in the widely-publicized 
cases of blindness caused by eye- 
lash beautifiers and poisoning of 
various degrees from various cos- 
metics. 


When this column first began to 
advocate the passage of a revised 
law, nearly the whole profession 
fof pharmacists and drug manufac- 
turers, as well as patent medicine 
vendors, was solidly against it. I 
was surprised to find that the most 
respectable and conscientious manu- 
facturers were as much opposed to 
it as the cynically indifferent hawk- 
er of a dishonest nostrum. I was 
bombarded with protests from low 
and high. One or two Senators who 
had fortified themselves against the 
displeasure of the electorate by put- 
ting away the securities of drug 
firms were confirmed obstruction- 
ists to the bill in committee, At one 
time it appeared as if an emascu- 
lated form of the bill would be al- 
lowed to pass. . 

I am happy, therefore, to be able 
to express the opinion that the pres- 
ent act is really a splendid law, 
much stronger, I fancy, than some 
of its opponents suspect. 

To begin with, it extends the 
scope of protection not only to cos- 
diagnostic drugs, 
devices, fat reducers, vi-

No drug product can go into in- 
terstate commerce until the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is satisfied that 
it has been so tested. 

Perhaps the casual citizen may 
suppose that such a provision .is 
only rarely required. Note then 
that this is one provision that went 
into effect immediately on the sign- 
ing of the bill, June 27, 1938. In 
the first year of enforcement over 
1200 applications, with respect to 
such new drugs were received, an 
average of four a working day. 
About half the applications were 
granted. Which will give some idea 
of what the situation must have 
been like before. 

Another section that went into 
effect immediately bans drugs 
which may be dangerous when used 
as prescribed. During the year the 
Department of Agriculture seized 
47 shipments of such products, 
mostly pain killers containing 
aminopyrine. Fifty-seven ship- 
ments of dangerous therapeutic 
devices have been seized.
